spices were poured in. between. jers and pletes. Then Mr.Armita age. told us aie 
something ebout the work of restoring pieces. It is not the Museum's policy 
to make invisible repeirs and pretend that pieces are perfect. In fect, some 
of the old snd rather clumsy looking repairs with heavy rivets ere left in 
place, heving earned « place as antiques in their own right. But when frag- 
mented pieces are dug up, they have to be put together to show what the 

piece represented and this skilful work is done at FOG Museume We enjoyed the ~

GOOD NEIGHBOUR SCHEME 


As many people will recall, this scheme was set up during 


the bad winter of 1982. In our early ciscussions we discovered 
several elderly pveople who dic not seem to receive visitors and 
various 'sood neighbours! uncertook to call on then. We also 


pooled information as to who kept an eye on which elderly or 
infirin neilshbours. 


This exchanze of information was useful in itself but it was 
decided to go ahead with a simple scheme that would try to ensure 
that emergency help was available to all members of the community. 
Many elderly people have expressed reassurance at having the list 
to hand by the phone. 
Over the last 34 years the scheme has been well supported 
by people willing to lene a hand. We have rarely been "rushed off 
our feet" but have in that time dealt with a variety of situations, 
including, calling on the housebound, transport to hospital 
appointments and Rainbow Club play scheme, ‘rescuing' immobile 
people after falling out of bed, changing curtains, emergency baby 


sitting and trips to the Health Centre. We have always found 
someone to heln. 


We have now got to the stage when I am able to provide a 
list of stewarcs covering most areas but this is not as comprehen-~ 
sive as in the nast. Several stowards (myself included) are 
leaving the villege and we urgently need new names ! 


Being a steward does not involve much more than being prepare 
to lend your phone number as a contact in case of crisis. If you 
1. 


are unable to helo at that time, it's just a case of contacting a 
helper on the list who can help. 


Please let me know if you can help in any way. Even if you 
are called upon very rarely to help it's worth keeping the scheme 
established for just that occasion when anemergency arises and a 
neigh»vour is in need of help.
